Closing Scenes in Washington. 


Special Correspondence of the Conatitation. 
W ASHINGTON, June 20, 1878. 


The burly-burly of the long session 
is over. Congress adjourned at seven 
o'clock this morning until the first 
Monday in December, aud nearly every 
one not resident here, members and all, 
are very glad of it. The last days of the 
session are watched with peculiar anx.« 
iety by those industrious promoters of 
legisiation, the lobbyists, male and fe- 
male, as well as by the principals who 
have @ more direct interest in pending 
bills, and those who have an opposite 
desire to see things remain as they are. 
The conspicious difference between the 
close of this congress and very many 
that have preceded it consisted in the 
difficulty with which any measure, 
which was not perfectly harmless, @r 
which could secure a very large support, 
could secure favorable action. Very 
much of this conservatism is due to the 
tirm stand taken in the house by 
Speaker Randall and a few of the ac- 
knowledged leaders of the pacty, who 
resolutely determined that no “job” 
should be gotten through for which 
the responsibility could be laid upon 
the democrats. The house of represen- 
tatives being held by that party by a 
slender majority, it bas been indispen- 
sable to its future power that all legis- 
lation should be jealously scrutinized 
before it received its sanction; and as 
a consequence along with many bad or 
doubtful measures a few worthy ones 
have failed too. 

A forlorn and hopeless struggle was 
made on the legal tender currency 
question at the close, but it soon be. 
came apparent that the fire and vigor 
of financial reform had been thrown 
away in passing a silver biil which 
proves to be of no great value to any- 
body, and it is doubtful if arything 
more ean be accomplished now before 
Sherman will have actually commenced 
paying out gold for greenbacks in Jan- 
uary next. The only consolation is 
that the greenbacks so obtained cannot 
be burned up or retired, but must be 
paid out again, so that trade wiil have 
the ben: fit of both kinds of currency. 
So if great relief has not been done, 
much harm has bee. prevented. A 
gallant fight was made by the tobacco 
growers and manufacturers for a reduc- 
tion of the tax from 24 cents per pound 
to 16 cents, and although powerful 
delegations were sent from Virginia, 
Kentucky and Missouri to heip it 
through, it was too heavily weighted, 
being part of the internal revenue bill, 
which threa‘ened to leave a deficiency 
in the income of the government. It 
is quite apparent that both these 
measures would have stood a much 
better chance three months earlier. 
Among the conspicuous failures of 
the session must be ranked the Brazil- 
ian steamship subsidy, the Texas 
Pacific subsidy and the Northern 
Pacific land grant bille. It was com- 
monly supposed that the latter might 
stand a chance of success, as it had 
already passed the senate, and was not 
so objectionable asthe the other two, 
as it did not propose to take money 
dir-etly out of the treasury and was 
not pushed byagreat monopoly. _ 
It appears that the Northern Pacific 
which was chartered in 1864 to build 
a railroad from Lake Superior to Paget 
sound, with a grant of over 46,000,000 


land, has had already one or two ex- 
tensions of time to the ten years orig- 
inally allowed for construction. It now 
asks for a further extension of ten 
ears, and although the effect would 
e mainly to lock up for years a valua~ 
ble virgin soil from settlers and pre- 
emptors for the benefit of a few of the 
managing speculators, without any as- 
-urance that it would complete the 
road, there was, nevertheless, much 
sympathy forthe unfortunate victims 
of Jay Cooke’s religious advertising, 
and as it did not positively make a new 
grant of lands but simply revived one 
ubat had expired by iimitation, it was 
reasonably expected that it would go 
through. The result, in a square vote, 
where no parliamentary question be- 
fogged the real issue disclosed a mi- 
nority for the bill. The vote stood, 
yeas 89, nays 127. It needed a two- 
thirds vote to win, and everybody was 
surprised to see so small a yea vote, 
and yet there is/mo reason to suppose 
that it did not prise nearly everv 
vote it could ever expect to get. It 1s 
charged that the Texas Pacifia secured

Y \its defeat. There had teen some bar- 


gaining among the friends of the two, 
but the roll call discloses ardent friends 
of the Texas Pacific on both sides. It 
may be that finding their own bant- 
ling slaughtered some of the lexas 
Pacific men were determined no other 
should go through, but the plain de 
duction from the vote is that the tem- 
per of the time is unfavorable to Pacific 
roxd subsidies. 

I do not mean to say that it should 
be taken as an unerring indication that 
no aid whatever can, under any 
Cimstances, be expected to a Southern 
Pacific road —that

The trouble with the Texzs Pacific 
scheme is two fold : It propoBes to make 
the United States furnish all the mon< 
to build up and conselidate a great a A 
road monopoly, reaching all the w-y 
from Philadelphia to the Pacific 
ocean, for the benefit of a emall ring of 
railroad speculators; and it does not 
provide adequate security that it will be 
80 operated as to benefit the south, al- 
though support is asked for it as o 
southern measure. Several of the 
southern legislatures have been, by pe- 
tition and pension, led into passing res- 
olutions of instruction to vote for this 
particular bill, under the supposition 
that this was the sole opportunity to 
get a southern road, and that the road 
would bea suitable one, a3exp!ained to 
them, Several of the nembers - sena- 
tors—seeing how the stete leg'siat: res 
have been hoodwinked, and fortified 
by a change of sentiment at home, have 
igncred these instructions, while the 
resolutions of other states, Tennessee 
for instance, have been so modified as 
to leave the representation at liberty to 
vote for which ever plan will ensure 
the best road regardless of the person~ 
els of the company or companies which 
undertake it. 

The main purpose of Colonel Scott 
in embarking in the Texas Pacific orig- 
inally was, of course, to aggrandize his 
own fortunes; and to do this success- 
fully he wanted to make of ihe Pacific 
extension a feeder to his system of lines 
east of St. Louis and north of the Ohio 
and Potomac. No wonder, therefore, 
that he was willing to abandon the 
Dranch connections to New Orieans, 
Vicksburg and Memphis, and leave the 
eastern terminus of the line to be fixed 
by @ commission, which might never 
agree, and which imposed no penalty if 
its directions were ignored. 

Another obstacle to the Scott plan 
was the presence of two formidable 
Competitors which underbid Scott. The 
Southern Pacific of California, a strong 
coucern financially, offered to build the 
western halt of the line, from E! Paso, 
for the old land grant without any Ican 
ot credit, and the New Orleans, Galves~ 
ton and San Antonio Co. offered tu build 
the eastern half of it for an advance vi 
$10,000 a mile in greenbacks. Both 
concerns heve good credit, the former 
with 720 miles of road in operation, and 
the latter with 220 miles, and before 
such cou'petitors as these there was no 
use of Scott begging for the guarantee 
of his goid bonds to an average amount 
of $27,000 per mile. Senator Johnston 
combined these offers into a comprv 
mise measure, allowing to the Texas 
Pacitic the same aid between Fort 
Worth and Ei Paso; and if the session 
had lasted two months longer, it is not 
improbable that Scott would have ac: 
cepted it, and it would have doubtless 
become a law. 

Something of this sort, it is obvious, 
is the measure, and the only one which 
can command the necessary support of 
both houses. Ic is demonstrated that 
for an advance of only six millions of 
dollars the govérnment can secure a 
second overland railroad with a south~ 
ern route and southern terminus. 
Some members who are opposed toa 
wholesale assistance, would be willing 
to grant this much as a measure of 
equalization to the south. Senator 
Johnston’s bill, however, contemplated 
duplicate routes fiom El Paso east ward 
to the Mississippi, so that none of the 
great Cities on that river or on the gulf 
could be hindered or fayored by the 
location of the road, and it called for 
1,800 miles of aided road, or $13,000,~ 
000. Those who are familiar with 
Scott’s career as a railroad manager and 
legislative trafficer assert that when- 
ever it is made ciear that he stands no 
chance for his own bill, he will accept 
the Johnston bill as the next best 
thing, and certainly it would leave his 
company in @ very much improved 
condition from its preseut one of em: 
barrassment bordering on insolvency. 

As I said, the nationa! issues are now 
transferred toa different form. They 
will be discussed betore the people, and 
itis important that both sides/should 
be heard ‘o have a correct judgment.

CLEVELAND, June 22—The gossips 
have hardly ceased talking of the great 
Cameron Sherman wedding when 
another senator is here about 
to be united to A lady 
of Cleveland. For some time past it 
has been noticed that Senator B. K. 
Bruce, colored, of Mississippi,has made 
quite trequent visits to the city. It was 
kuown that he owned some real estate 
here, and that he was intimate with a 
highly respectable colored family by the 
name of Vosburg, to a daughter cf 
which he was once engaged. After her 
death, about three years ago, it wae 
claimed that his heart was nearly 
broken, and that he had 
ziven up all ideas of 
matrimony in the future. But sti!! the 
visits to the city continued, and the 
gossips would not be quiet. Finally it 
was noticed that the senator stopped 
more often at the pleasant house of Dr. 
Wilson, on Perry street, than business 
would naturally require, and the rumor 
began to circulate that he was paying 
his attentions to Miss Josephine B. 
Wilson, the oldest daughter of the 
doctor, and at length the story star_ed 
ihat they were engaged. Thestory was 
correct, and they are to have a quiet 
marriage on Monday evening. Senator 
b. K. Bruce, the bridegroom, was bora 
in Virginia in 1841. He received a 
limited education, but was endowed 
with a large degree of business ability. 
He removed to Mississippi in 1867 
and became a planter. He was elec- 
ted to. the senate in 1875. 
Miss Josephine B. Wilson, the bride, is 
just twenty-four years old, She is a 
yraduate of the Cleveland high school, 
class of ’72, and has been for a cousid- 
erable time a teacher in the public 
schools.

fhe Testimony in the Sothern Case. 
: Telegraph and Messenger. 

Colonel Carey W. Siyles, ina private 
letter just received, says concerning our 
published brief of the testimony on the 
Sothern trial, as submitted to the jury, 
ihat, (to quote his own words,) “the 
stenographic reporter wrote out his 
notes very hurriedly, and did not pre- 
tend togivea fair report. He only 
gave salient points, and neglected many 
of the most important facts and nice 
shades of the testimony. That tran 
script was not recognized by the lawyers 
or the judge as a correct report, 
and the governor was not confinea 
to it in making up his judgment.” 
‘Judge Lester went with defendant’s 
counsel to lay the papers before the 
governor, and united with them in ex-~ 
plaining tne defects and omissions in 
the testimony. Weare sorry such a 
botck found its way into print, as it re- 
fiects credit neither upon the court, 
ihe prosecution, the defense, the ac-~ 
cused nor the sympathizers—and, least 
of all, on the reporter.” In the light of 
such statements, it is passing strange 
that counsel, and the judge too, did not 
suppress or correct the defects in this 
stenographic report, and see to it that 
the jury bad a true version of the eyi-~ 
dence. The life of a huiman being hung 
euspended upon the issue, and then and 
there was the time to see that 
the strictest justice was rendered to 
the accused and nothing but the naked 
facts elicited.

Co quitt assured the writer personally, 
that with his heart powerfuily im- 
pressed by the current :umvrs in the 
premises, and desirous to administer 
the fullest justice to the unfortunate 
woman-silayer, jet, judging by the 
sworn testimony in the case, some~- 
what ameliorated by subsequent in- 
formal evidence submitted by Cojo- 
nel Styles, he had _ exerted his 
prerogative to :he utmost in saving 
her from the gallows, and inflicting the 
comparatively light sentence of a ten 
years nominal confinement in the pen- 
itentiary. These were not the precise 
words of the governor, but the legiti- 
mate inference to be deducted from 
them. Moreover, he assured us that 
there was not a particle of evidence to 
show tbat Mr. Sothern danced with 
Mrs. Cowart on the night of the — 
der, and that very many of the state-

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PURITANS AND PURITANS,

intolerance. The scriptures do not

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SHWEHERS AND HEALTH. 
In all cities, at the north or in the 
south, mortality is decreased as the 
sewer-system is increased. There is 
always a mutual and very acceptable 
drawing apart. Drainage and health 
go hand in hand. It is so in the coun- 
try even; it is emphatically so in 
southern cities. Take the tables of vix 
tal statistics of St. Louis as an all-suffi- 


+ 
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years, commencing from 1860, during 
which time the city had a population 
of 150,000, and was, generally speaking, 
without sewers, the average mortality 
was 5,600. In 18654 great extension 
of the sewer system was entered upon. 
In 1870, in a population of 310,000, the 
death-rate was only 6,670. There are 
now 180 miles of sewers, and though 
the city numbers over 400,000 inbabit- 
ants, the mortality of last year was !ess 
than the average during the period be- 
tween 1860 and 1870, and for the !ast 
four years it has been or an averags 
but 6,400, with a steady decrease from 
the beginning to the end of the period. 
No cause for the decreased mortality, 
other than the development of the 
sewer-system, is apparent; no other is 
needed to explain the marked im prove- 
ment in the city’s public health. 

These truths and facts have a lccal 
application that should not go unheed- 
ed. Not that much can be done this 
season beyond what the city authori~ 
ties intend to do ; but with reference to 
the immediate futme the lesson they 
teach should be thoroughly taken in. 
When lives are at stake, let no man rise 
up to say the city has no money. Woe 
to the man or set of men who permit 
one of the healthiest sites that nature 
ever formed, to become defiled, for it is 
clearly and distinctly understood tha‘ 
no epidemic can visit Atlanta except 
through streng and continuous provo- 
cation, The men in authority who 
negatively inflict upon us such a visi- 
tation—it would certainly be beiter 
for them that they had never been 
born. Nosuch curse can come upon 
us this year, or perhaps the next, but 
it is our bounden duty to provide 
against a possible occurrence at some 
future time. That can be done by 
making as rapidly as possible our sewer 
system what it plainiy should be.

The arwouncement in yesterday’s 
issue of TH ConsrrruTion that all the parties 
implicated ia the ‘West Ead affair’’ had been 
arrested and had given bond for their #ppear- 
ance at Justice Tanner’s court, at 10 «’clock 
caused a very large crowd to assemble %. that 
hour in the office mentioned above. 
Our reporter found great difficulty in secend - 
ing the stairway leading to Justice Txaner’s 
office, but Anally, after ponderous ex«rtions, 
reached near enough to the entrance wev of the 
court room to fall exhausted ‘among the motley 
crowd that was packed in the room ‘ike so 
many red herrings in a box. 

Occasionslly one man would tread on the pet 
corn, reared with great care, by the individual 
standing nextto him. This, although #0 acci- 
dent, was not relished, and a general pushing 
and heuiing ensued on every side. 

Several bad a chenshed corn or favori:e bun- 
ion nearly mashed off by the restless trond of ¢ 
two hundred pound individual wearing; a pair 
of No 14 country boots. 

In an adjoining room another rich signt wae 
noticed. In some way & party of young mep 
borrowed a step ladder from a store wiiile the 
proprietor was absent from the city and removed 
it to the toom adjoining the office of the jastice. 
The arrival of the ladder seemed a sigual for 
every one to mount to its summit, As £002 as 
the ladder, was placed in position, several per 
sons mounted to its top, while others c\ung op 
to the stepr. All of them were eayer t see the 
females, ani several were determined to ‘Jo so if 
it involved & coroner’s inquest.

At this juncture the occasion was erlivened 
with another sceve. A young mau whe claims 
to be somewhat of an acrobat, vaulted toa po- 
sition above the door, made vacant by an ab- 
sent transom light. There he sat, straddle of 
the cross-pilece over the doorway, with his 
legs dangling down. These appendage: were 
soon atilized oy a number of boys, who, taking 
hold, remained suspended in two baaches like 
so mauy strings of fish. This state of affairs 
called tor relief, which was brought aout by 
Judge Wright, who requested Justice Tanner to 
adjourn to the recorder’s Court room, where 
The request 
was consented to, and court adjourned to the 
recorder’s court room. 

The crowd followed the principale in the case 
with the attorneys, and the court room 
being reached it was found that the crewd was 
so swollen that it was with some difficel\y that 
the hall could hold them. 

When the court had been called to order Col. 
Spencer, attorney for the prosecutior, asked 
that the trial be postponed until 3 o’clock, asa 
very material witness for the prosecuiicon was 
absent at West End, and could not attend until 
tbat hour. This request was acceded to aud 
court adjourned to meet at that hour. 

We were informed by Justice Tanner that the 
following warrants have been sued ovt in his 
court at th» instance of Mr. F. 8. Stewart, mayor 
of West £d. 

State vs' Jennie Long (daughter) asgault and 
battery. 

State vs Liazie Long (mother) misdemeangr. 

State ve Mrs. Smith (grandmother) misde- 
meanor. 

state ve W. D. Tant, riot. 

State vs Herman Bohnefeld, riot. 

State vs Herman Bohnefield, carryiug con- 
csaled weapons. 

A preliminary examination was waived ip 
each of these cases, with the exception of the 
latter. 

The first four cases will be Jaid before the 
grand jury who will take action upon them on 
Thursday, at which time they will meet, Avy 
true bills found by the grand jury will make the 
cases retu le in the superior court. From 
the docket of this court they will be transferred 
to the city court when they will be tried before 
Judge Clack. The reason of the waiving of a 
preliminary hearing in these cases is owing to 
the fact that the West End parties are deter- 
mined that the grand jury shall take hoid of the 
matter, and any decision arrived at in a just.ce 
court wou!d not change their determinaiion in 
the matter. 

' DOOMED TO ANOTHER DISAPPOINTMENT. 

At 3 o’clock, the hour appointed for hearing 
the case of the State ys Herman Bebnefeld, 
charged with carrying concealed weapons, the 
recorder’s court room held a large gathering. 
Justice Tanner was not on hand aud every oue 
Waited wiih the expectation that he would ar- 
riveatany moment. N.w arrivals kept coming 
in all the time uatil every chair was ililed, all 
vacant standing places oceupicd and the win- 
dows confiscated.

Explaining the Phonegraph.
